THE HARBOUR TRAGEDY : VERDIOT. 
OF ,“*WILFUL MURDER.” 

The. ‘enquiry into the desth of the 
woman named Kwok Tal Yow whone body 
was found in the harbour on'the 10th_ 
instant, was resumed this afternoon before 
the Coroner, O, ¥. Creagh, Enqg,, and the 
same Jury as met at the former altting on 
the 12th inst,,—Messrs A. J. Ablmann, 
J. J. Alongo, and M, A.-dé Carvalho, 

” Several Chinese witnesses were examined, 
but nothing more could be elicited ‘than 
that.they heard a woman quarreling in a 
boat with some other person; they all 
denied any acquaintance with deceased 
or with-the two prisoners, Wong Apak and 
Kwok Ayow, who have been arrested on 


suspicion of having caused the woman’s 
death, . 


Wong Apak, a seaman, and one of the 
acoused said the deceased wan his concu- 
bine and he had cohabited with her for 
over ten years. He was not in -her boat 
on the night in question and knew notbiog 
of her death till he was arrested by the 
police. ‘On the Ist July last he was with 
the decessed in her boat at Yow-mah-t! 
when Kwok Ayow threw a night soil” pot 
into her boat, and they had a quarrel. 
Kwok Ayow sald,—'‘ Some of these days 
I will kill you both,” but witness does not 
know whether he, Kwok --Ayow, ‘killod 
deceased or not. He last saw deceased on 
the 8th instant about noon, in her boat at 
Yow-mah-t!. His junk was under repairs 
: While 
the junk waa being repaired he lived with 
the deceased in hor boat, y 

Kwok Ayow, had nothing to say. He 
knew nothing of deceased. Hoe never saw 
her, and does not wish to make any state- 
ment. . 

His Worship observed that there was no 
direct evidence to bring the charge of 
tourder home to any particular person.
